REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach or suggest for a light emitting device having one or more layers of organic thin films 
formed between an anode and a cathode wherein the organic thin film contains a polycyclic 
condensed compound of General Formulae (3) or (4). Additionally, the prior art fails to teach or 
suggest a polycyclic condensed compound represented by general formulae (5), (6) or (7) as 
recited in claims 18, 21 and 24. 

The closest prior art, EP 06295 12, fails to teach or suggest the polycyclic condensed 
compound represented by general formulae (5), (6) or (7) wherein at least one of R 3 i, R 33 , R 38 , 
Pmo, R45, R47, R52, R54, R59, R6i, R64 and R66 is a phenyl which may be substituted with a halogen 
atom.
